Coming into the home territory 
of former President Harry S. 
Truman who himself introduced | 
the Democratic nominee before’ 
a eheering audience of 2,500 in| 
the music hall of the Kansas City | 
municipal auditorium, Stevenson 
delivered a ‘give ’em _hell’’ 
speech calculated to delight the 
heart of Truman, the old master 
of the ‘“‘give ’em hell’’ technique. 

Although Stevenson disavowed 
any intention of delivering an 
“attack’’ upon Eisenhower, he 
asserted in blunt two-syllable 
words that Eisenhower had failed 
to lead the nation. 

“The point I want to make to- 
night,’’ said Stevenson, “‘is one 
that President Truman has made 
by word and more significantly 
by historic deed. It is very simply 
that in the United States the 
president cannot — in Mr. Tru- 
man’s language—pass the buck. 
I know that is his language be- 
cause he always used to have 
on his desk a sign that said: ‘the 
buck stops here’.”’ 

Stevenson returned to the Mid- 
west tonight buoyed by encour- 
aging reports of his swing 
through the South and border 
states. He received reports from 
Senators Symington and Hen- 
nings that Missouri is inclining 
his way as well. Symington esti- 
mated that Stevenson should 
carry the state by 100,000 votes.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Sept. 
26—The Securtiy Council decided 


today to debate both the British- 
French complaint against Egypt’s 
nationalization of the Suez Canal 
and the Egyptian countercom- 
plaint on the agenda. 

The United States cast the de- 
ciding vote for the inclusion of 
the Egyptian version of the dis- 
pute, which accuses Britain and 
France of actions threatening in- 
ternational peace and _ security 
and violating the U.N. charter. 

The council adjourned until 
Oct. 4 or 5—the date to be de- 
cided later—to await the arrival 
of the British, French, United 
States, Egyptian and Yugoslav 
foreign ministers, who will take 
part in the debate. A statement 
to the council by Arkady A. Sovo- 
lev, the Soviet representative, 
gave a hint that Dmitri T. Shepi- 
lov, the Soviet foreign minister, 
also would? participate. 

Sir Pierson Dixon, the British 
representative, condemned the 
countercomplaint as ‘an out- 
rageous slander,’’ which was in- 
tended to “divert attention from 
the situation Egypt itself has 
created.’’ Despite other protests 
from France, Australia and Bel- 
gium, the council included the 
Egyptian item on its agenda by 
a vote of seven to zero, with 
four abstentions.

Smoking Oaths 


It is precisely here that the 
Democratic suggestion seems to 
be the sounder. And this helps 
explain why Eisenhower was on 
the defensive. 

The Republican plan for dis- 
posing of the surplus abroad has 
not been well handled. Some of 
the most fervent and smoking 
oaths one can hear these days 
are in the offices of textile man- 
agers who, in 1952, were whoop- 
ing it up for Ike.

The housewife can’t under- 
stand why the farmer receives 
less end her food costs her more. 

Adlai Stevenson’s idea for a 
food stamp plan, to enable the 
depressed persons of the country 
to purchase it, and a similar 
plan for our allies, makes more 
sense-on the face of it. 

So does his plan to put more 
of the surplus into the school 
lunchroom programs. Let the 
children of America eat it. Many 
of them get just one nourishing 
meal per day, the one at school. 

The Eisenhower farm plan 
will cause no hosannas to echo 
from the nation’s rural areas.

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Campaigns Assume 
Definite Patterns 


President Eisenhower’s major ad- 
dress on farm policy was on the nega- 
tive side. He defended Secretary Ben- 
son’s program and attacked the Demo- 
crats for “politicking” on the issue. 

In fact, the speech sounded like an 
elaboration of his earlier remark in Iowa 
about the problem, to wit: “By golly, 
we're doing all we can.” 

As for using the farm issue for po- 
litical purposes, Democratic candidate 
Adlai Stevenson returned the fire in his 
Jacksonville, Fla., speech yesterday. He 
reminded the administration that the Soil 
bank program obviously was being used 
to sway the farm vote in the doubtful 
Midwestern states. 

All of which points to the fact that 
neither party has found the answer to 
the farm problem, ‘because there’s no 
single answer. It is primarily a prob- 
lem of surpluses—surpluses of crops and 
of people on the farms. Economic pres- 
sures of low prices and high costs will 
solve each of them in time, Unless he 
can supplement his income from some 
other source, the small farmer eventually 
will be driven from his land. 

The differences in approach by the 
two parties is evident enough. Both 
maintain that the small farmer shoyld be 
saved for the good of the nation and yet 
they are able to see that agriculture, like 
everything else in America, is in a con- 
stant state of transition. Benson’s policies 
are accelerating the trend to big farms, 
however, while the Democrats would 
make the transition easier for the in- 
dividual farmer, 

Taking note of this change, Steven- 
son said in Miami Tuesday night: “Of 
course, there is a new America every 
morning we wake up. It is upon us 
whether we will it or not. ... The new 
America is the sum of many small 
changes—a new subdivision here, a new 
school there, a new industry where there 
had been swampland—changes that add 
up to a broad transformation of our 
lives. . . . Our task is to guide these 
changes.” 

Farmers resent the fact they are not 
sharing in the prosperity—much of it 
through government protection—whith 
other segments of the economy are en- 
joying. They are worried about their fu- 
ture as the backbone of our industrial 
society. Ike made them feel no easier. 

In making their choice about who is 
to guide these “changes” which are tak- 
ing place, more people are noting that 
the campaign is developing along def- 
inite lines. 

While President Eisenhower pro- 
claims the GOP as the “party of the fu- 
ture,” he still must defend one of the bit- 
terest Old Guard reactionaries in Sen. 
Dirksen of Illinois. ; 

The Democrats, led by Stevenson, are 
blueprinting a program for the future 
while the GOP seems to be mainly con- 
cerned with the New Deal past and is 
clearly on the defensive.

Georgia’s new statewide probation 
system is under way and its progress 
will be watched with considerable in- 
terest by all taxpayers and such mem- 
bers of the general public who have de- 
veloped a social conscience. 

The system is the result of as con- 
structive a piece of legislation as any 
administration has passed in recent vears. 
Prior to the passage of this act, proba- 
tion was limited to a handful of urbar 
counties where it proved its usefulness 
and value time and time: again.

‘Automobile Governor Isn’t Diabolical Device 
‘But a Way To Limit Speed, Not Acceleration’ 


Marietta — After following the 
arguments, pro and con, concern- 
ing safety versus horsepower in 
automobiles for a goodly span of 
years, I feel the urge to unbur- 
den myself of the following 
thoughts, of whatever worth.

In the wake of their appearance

In buying apples, good color 
for the variety indicates full 
flavor. Firmness is a sign of 
good condition. Each variety 
is better for some uses than 
for others. 


PEARS IN GOOD SUPPLY 

Also on the fruit counter, 
pears remain in good supply 
and the price is good. Grapes 
are increasing in supply while 
banana and lemon supplies are 
adequate to meet the demand 
and priced about the same as 
last week. Italian prune plums 
and honeydews are good values 
this week, so look for specials 
in these. 

This harvest 
brings the return of many vege- 
tables. Cabbage, America’s No. 
2 vegetable in quantity con- 
sumed, will be in bountiful sup- 
ply. Creamy cauliflower is of 
good quality and the price by 
head or pound is attractive to 
the shopper. 

Turnip greens, mustard 
greens, collards and Irish po- 
tatoes are plentiful and attrac- 
tively priced. The quality and 
the quantity of sweet potatoes 
will be noticeable. 


MEAT SITUATION 


There is little change in the 
meat situation this week. Cured 
beef remains generally high. 
For the economy wise con- 
sumer, baby beef remains the 
choice. Another economical 
buy will be the variety meats. 
Pork values will be found in 
smoked picnics hams, boston 
butts, fresh picnic shoulder and 
bacon.

These are signs of a setback 
or indicate that coronary throm- 
bosis is in the offing. A week or 
two in bed corrects the current 
problem and the individual does 
not have as much distress after 
activity is resumed. 

Diet also plays a role because 
of the relationship between hard- 
ening of the coronary arteries 
and dietary fats and cholesterols.
